Major-General Swerin attackt the Caſorte with 2090 Dutch, and 
the lower Town was attackt by a Colonel with near 2a00 men.. The Eng. 
liſh advanced with great order and reſolution, and had gained the top of the 
Breach (through a great deal of Fire on all fidez) bur found the Enemy fo 
advantageouſly pofted znd entrenchr behind the Breach, with the ground on 
their fide ſo very bad, that they could not advance inany Fronr, and were 
forced to retire. Count Rivera was ſoon killed upon approaching tle Cour. 
terſcarp, but the Bavarianz took} poſt upon a Saliant Angle of ite Coe- 
born, and rhaintained a hot fire with the Enemy, who diſputed hard to dif- 
Jodge them , and when moſt of the Officers of the Bavarian Guards were 
Killed and wounded, and thatthe other Regiments had ſuffered very much, 
the Enemy continuing their fire with a great deal of obftinacy, the Engliſh 
t had left the Terra Nova, not being able to do any thing on that fide, 
ſuſtained the Spaniards and Bavarians under the Cemmand of my Lord Cutts, 
who at the ſame time ordered 4 Lieptenant of Colonel Mackay's Regi- 
ment with thirty men to paſs the Palifadoes , and atteck a Battery of the 
Enemies, vg he executed with a great deal of Reſolution, turning 7 of 
heir own Czhnon againſt them, ſecuring at the ſame timie ſome of their Mines, 
and the Engliſh and Bavarian planting their Colours upon the Paliſadoes; and 
thus the Bavarians made a good Lodgment.. While this happened Major- 
Seneral Ia Cave with the Brandenburgs, and Major-Generol Swe1in withthe 
Dutch, made each of them likewiſe a Lodgment, of: all which we continue 
2 poſſeſſion, and are improving, in order. to another Aſluult : And our Bat- 
eries are now ordered to play upon Terra Nova, to make that Attack more

ons, and other Perſons to be employed to take care of them z and 
Qs ſoon as any of the Sick and Wounded ſhall be recovered, they 
ſhall be furniſhed by che Allies with Pafſeports, Boats and Watermen 
to condu& them by the Meuſe in ſatety to Giver, together with the 
Phy ficians, Chyrurgeons, and others that ſhall be propoſed to take 
care of them on the way.
